SOUND PICKED UP 


Wireless messages from Stras- 
bourg stated that the Americans 
left there at 1:16 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon and they were expected at 
Lebourget before 4 o'clock. 4 tre- 
mendous crowd was on hand and 
passengers from London, Brussels, 
Amsterdam, Geneva and Prague, 
landing from commiercial ma- 
chines, waited for the heroes’ ar- 
rival. At 5:15 tne huge sound de- 
tector which warned Lebourget 
airdrome during the war when 
German raiding machines were en 
route to bomb Paris, picked up 
the cracking of the American mo- 
tors and a formation of seven 
French machines immediately took 
to the air, fying eastward to meet 
the Yankees. 

Half an Hour later they appeared 
again with the trio of American 
machines forming the apex of the 
spear-head formation, and four 
French planes accompanying 
them. Lieuts. Smith, Wade and 
Nelson made perfect landings in 
front of the crowd, while the 
French landed in front of their 
own hangars so as not to intrude 
on the reception for the worid 


Lieut. Smith let out the French 
tricolor fro mthe fusillage just 
before the landing, eliciting a big 
cheer from the crowd for his 
graceful compliment. The crowd 
surged forward round the machine 
when it pulled up and Lieut. Smith 
betrayed more tender solicitude for 
it tan a mother would for a new- 
born babe. 


GUARD FOR SHIPS

The French officials came for- 
ward, introducing themselves, and 
conducted Lieut. Smith and the 
rest of the party to the director’s 
house, where long rows of glasses 
were set out with numerous bot- 
tles of ice cod champagne and lit- 
tle cakes. 

Photographers held up the party 
on the steps a quarter of an hour 
shooting millions of shots and then 
Lleut. Smith, his face smeared 
with perspiration, went inside for 
an hour. 

“We left Vienna at 6:25 this 
morning, landin in Strosbourg, 
where we refilled our tanks just 
before noon,” he said. “The morn- 
ing fight was uneventful, but aft- 
er leaving Strasbourg at 1:15 we 
ran into a storm, gale, rain and 
low clouds, which delayed us 
through trying to keep together. 
We lunched in the planes, eating 
sandwiches and bottled beer.” 

Lieut Smith, in the meantime, 
was feeling in his pockets for a 
cigarette, lighting up a nice fat 
one from Constantinople with a 
relish. 

“We never smoke in the ship,” 
he * blowing out the first 
puff. 

The French and American of- 
ficials want to entertain .the 
Yankee fiyere, but they want to 
rest and hesitated considerably 
over numerous invitation given 
them. 

“Where can I get a pair of 
pants? I lost all my others except 
these overatls,“ said Lieut. Smith, 
pointing to the grease-stained 
khaki trousers he was wearing. 


MAKING UP TIME

to Paris ever since we started, and 
hate to leave so soon, but we must 
keep goftng and try to catch up 
with our sc ule.” 

- The men were twenty-nine days 
behind.their schedule, but already 
have made up eleven days, and 
hope to catch up ten more on their 
Atlantic flight, although certain 
supplies have not yet reached Ice- 
land and Greenland. 

Tomorrow Gen. Pershi will 
receive the heroes, and the French 
Air Ministry will offer them a ban- 
guet. Tonight, they aay, they are 
going right ‘to bed and rest up. 
Lieut. Smith stated he has nearly 
recovered from a slight attack of 
dysentery and is feeling fine. He 
expects to place a wreath of flow- 
ers on the unknown soldier's tomb 
tomorrow. He intended to drop 
flowers thie afternoon over the 
Arch of Triumph but could not 
find the flowers, obtained in Stras- 
bourg, which were tucked away in 
a corner of the cockpit. 

“We found the way to Paris 
easily, reading our map and pick- 
ing up landmarks,” said Lieut. 
Smith. “We thought the worst 
part of the trip was through the 
Alevtian Islands, and we do not 
expect much difficulty in making 
the Atlantic flight, which is the 
longest hop—about 600 miles.”

Prague Conference Closes 
| With News Suppressed 


Three States Agree Upon 
Russian Recognition 


Short of Solution

However, 
those in closest touch with the 
conference declared that while the 
Bessarabian question did not get 
into the records of the discussions, 
the question was aired in a most 
thorough manner. 

There is a possibility that the 
Slav states will 
force Rumania to break with them. 
The Little Entente hope of realiz- 
ing its dream of unity in foreign 
affairs appears to be approaching 
an end. France's foreign policy, 
of which the keystone was the Lit- 
tle Entente, may have to be re- 
organized. The careful way in 
which all news was kept out of 
communiques, which protested an 
undying friendship, tends to con- 
firm this report.

Justice Rules Committee in 
Right on Questions 


Refusal to Reply to Queries 
Held Indefensible 


Point of Inquirers’ Scope is 
to Go to High Court 


(EXCLABIVE DISPATCH) 


er of the Senate to compel wit- 
nesses to answer pertinent ques- 
tions put by its investigating com- 
mittees was uphold today by Jus- 
tice Hoehling of the District Su- 
preme Court in sustaining indict- 
ments against Harry Sinclair for 
refusal to testify before the Tea- 
pot Dome inquiry. 

Justice Hoehling ruled that re- 
fusal to answer pertinent ques- 
tions was a violation of Section 
102 of the revised statutes of the 
United States. At the same time, 
he ruled that three of the nine 
questions asked Sinclair by Sen- 
ator Walsh, Democrat, Mont, 
‘were not pertinent and that con- 
sequently the indictment counts 
based on them must be stricken. 
Six of the qugstions were perti- 
nent, he said, in upholding the 
counts based on them. 

The decision will, of course, be 
appealed to the District Court of 
Appeals and to the United States 
Supreme Court. If it is eventually 
thrown eut it will mean that 
Senate investigating committees 
in the future will be shorn of all 
power and will be mere gestures. 


REFUSED ANSWERS 

Today's decision dealt only with 
indictments for refusal to answer 
the questions and had nothing to 
do with the conspiracy indict- 
ments against Sinclair, Fall and 
the Dohenys. 

Sinclair was called before the 
Senate committee and declined to 
answer nine questions put to him 
by Senator Walsh. The commis- 
sioner referred his refusal to 
United States Attorney Gordon 
for submission to the Grand Jury. 
Atlee Pomérene and Owen J. 
Roberts. special counsel in the oil 
prosecutions, laid the evidence be- 
fore the Grand Jury. and an in- 
dictment in ten counts was pres- 
ented March 31, last, against Sin- 
clair. Through Attorneys’ Martin 
W. Littleton, J. W. Zevely, George 
D. Hoover and G. T. Stanford, 
Sinclair filed demurrers and mo- 
tions to quash the indictment. The 
prosecution filed a motion to dis- 
miss the motion to quash and the 
case was argued at length before 
Justice Hoehling..who has had the 
matter under advisement. 


‘THREE NOT PERTINENT 

In view of the questions in- 
volved, which have been described 
by the United States Supreme 
Court as “important and far reach- 
ing as well as the advisability 
of having the same finally settled 
by an appellate tribunal, Justice 
Hoehling gives Sinclair twenty 
days leave to plead over. 

The three questions which the 
court holds Sinclair is not required 
to answer relate to an inquiry 
about 75.000 shares of stock of 
the Sinclair Consolidated Cil Com- 
pany, which the committee had 
heard he had contributed to Will 
Hays or to someone representing 
the National Republican Commit- 
tee for the purp of making up 
a deficit in the account of that 
committee; an inquiry in relation 
to an asserted transfer of $100,000 
from the National Park Bank of 
New York to the National Metro- 
politan Bank, February 3, 1923, 
and a question concerning testi- 
mony given by George Whalberg. 
private secretary to Sinclair about 
an asserted loan of some stock of 
the Sinclair Company to one Hays. 

Justice Hoehling declares that he 
is of the opinion that the ques- 
tion of the authority of Congress 
hould be resolved against the de- 
endant and in favor of the ex- 
istence of the power to compel per- 
tinent testimony in aid of the ex- 
exercise of its legislative function;

Chief Deiss who answered 
the call reported that the foot was 
apparently that of a woman, but 
that decomposition had set in to 
such an extent that it was impos- 
sible to obtain any closer identifi- 
cation. 

Police officers hold three theo- 

ies as a soultion of the mystery. 
The first is that the murderer, 
hoping to concea! his crime, dis- 
membered the body, and disposed 
of it in the outlying districts. The 
gecond is that the victim was 
struck by a train, and that the 
body is lying under concealing 
bushes along some railroad right 
of way. The plausibility of this 
theory is increased by the fact 
that at a number of places, the 
canal paralleles or crosses rail- 
road tracks.

Trichinosis is a disease caused 
by a tiny round worm known as 
the trichinella spiralis (because 
they curl in a spiral.) or simply 
Trichina. The animals most often 


It is very common in rats. Swine 
get it from eating the infected 
rats or infected offal or garbage 
with infected pork in it, or the 
carcasses of other infected swine. 
Man gets it by eating underdone 
infected meat of swine. According 


1 to 2 per cent of the swine are 
infected; other authorities think 
the percentage is much higher. 
Germany used to furnish the most 
cases of Trichinosis because Ger- 
mans are fond of rare pork and 
sausages. The *teports say they 
da not have many cases now be- 
cause of their rigid meat inspec- 
tion laws. The orthodox Jews, 
Hindoos and Turks who never eat 
pork, are never troubled with this 
disorder. — 

The worms in the flesh of the in- 
fected animals lie dormant in lit 
tle capsules of fibrous tissue which 
Nature builds around them in an 
effort to wall them in, to prevent 
harm to che system. When you eat 
infected eat, these little fibrous 
capsules are digested and the 
worms are set free in the intes- 
tines. Here they mate and thou- 
sands and perhaps millions of 
embryos are hatched. They cause 
an intense diarrhea and many of 
them escape throug the bowel 
movements. Those that do not es 
cape, bore their way through the 
walls of the intestines, get into

Importation Ban 


In order to check the spread of 
American foul brood in Canada, 
the importation of bees on combs 
and all second-hand beekeepers’ 
supplies has been prohibited and 


age bees restricted dy a recent 
Ministerial order, says a bulletin 
recently issued by the Canadian 
Experiment Farm at Ottawa. 

“Owing to the diMienity experi- 
enced in supplying the demand for 
bees from Canadian ock. thou- 
sands of combliess of 
bees are imported into Canada 
each year from the United States.“ 
continues the bulletin. During 
the past two or three vears many 
shirments of bees on combs have 
also been made, it being thought 
that a better start could be made 
with bees on combs than with 
combless packages. But results 
have fafled to justify this method 
of importing bees; moreover, many 
new outbreaks of American foul 
brood have been to such 
shipments. 

“A number of these outbreaks 
im Manitoba, and re- 
sulted in beekeepers of that 
province mg resolution at 
their last convention asking the 
Dominion government to pass such 
legislation as would prohibit the 
importation into Canada of bees 
on combs and all second-hand bee- 
keepers’ supplies. Copies of this 
resolution were sent to other as- 
sociations, with the result that 
similar requests have been re- 
ceived from all over Canada.” 

The order preventing further 
introduction of American (foul 
brood and other diseases which 
affect the brood of bees was issued 
from Ottawa by Dr. J. H. Gris- 
dale, Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture. It reads: 

“To prevent the further intro- 
duction of American foul brood 
and other diseases which affect the 
brood of bees, the importation into 
Canada of bees on combs or of 
used or second-hand hives apd 
bee supplies is prohibited. 

“The importation of bees in 
combless packages is also pro-

hibited, unless such packages are 


accom panied by a declaration 
signed by the shipper that the 
food supplied to the bees and car- 
ried in the package is free from 
disease.”

DUTCH MANUFACTURER 


Mr. Boissevain is a manufactur- 
er of sulphide of ammonia in Am- 
eterdam and the president of the 
Federation of Dutch Manufactur- 
ers of that commodity, which is 
used as a fertilizer.

“There seems to be no suggestion 
of oppression in the Japanese oc- 
cupation of Korea, the Koreans 
being permitted to govern them- 
selves in 80 far as that is possible 
without interfering with the devel- 


CLASHES AT FIRST 

“At first there were some clashes 
because ths Koreans complained 
that the Japanese held all the off 
cial posts to the exclusion of the 
natives, but this aus of friction 
now seems to have been eliminated, 
most of the positions being occu- 
pied by Korean officials, while the 
Japanese devote themselves mainly 
40 industrial activities.”

yards. The Nile arrived here on

“The leaders of the move- 
ment favoring the exclusion of the 
American product were largely re- 
turned soldiers and sailors who 
felt that the influence of the 
American films would result in too 
much Americanization o fthe Aus- 
tralians. 


PRESENT CASE 


“The opponents of American 
films presented their case to the 
tariff with a recommenda- 
tion that so high a duty be placed 
on pictures from America that 
their presentation 
would become prohibitive. 
egitation was continued for some 
time, but finally it was shown that 
the proposal of the advocates of 
European and Australian films 
was impracticable and since that 
time the matter has died down 
and American films continue to be 
shown in Australian theaters in 
greater numbers than ever. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
film production in both England 
and France was badly demoralized 
by the war. I was in England two 
years ago to arrange for English 
productions, but found that the 
supply available was so small that 
would not meet my require- 


ments. The same situation ex- 
isted in France. = 
“So far as Australian produc- 


tion is concerned, there are sev- 
eral reasons why the picture -in- 
dustry cannot be developed to any 
great extent in our country. 

GREAT INVESTMENT 
“In the first place, it would re- 
quire something like 31.500.000 to 
establish a production plant on @ 
par with those in operation in 
this country. This is too great an 
investment to be justified under 
present conditions in Australia. 
Where you have some 16,000 or 
18,000 theaters to supply in Ameri- 
ca, we have only about 800 in 
Australia. Hence, our market is 
not large enough to insure ade- 
quate returns on so large an in- 
vestment. 
“Another obstacle to successful 
Australian picture production is 
the dearth of story material. Life 
in the bush and other strictly Aus- 
tralian features are familiar to 
our people, and, while interesting 
at first, would soon become an old 
story to the fans, who are en- 
tranced by the productions made 
possible by the greater variety of 
subjects available in America. 
Also we lack the stars and the 
skilled directors that have been de- 
veloped by the industry in this 
country. Taking all phases of the 
situation into consideration, it is 
safe to say the making of pictures 
on a big scale in Australia will not 
become practicable for many years 
to come.” 


YES, TUNNEL 
POWER, TOO, 
WAS WASTED 


Habit Declared Implanted 
During Years Lights Are 
Let Burn All Night | 


Yes, this is another story about 
the Second-street tunnel. 

The habit of waste, which the 
contractor of the famous bore is 
accused of displaying through the 
long years elapsing since the proj- 
ect was started was brought out 
by several complaints made yes- 
terday to Power Supervisor Butler 
that the contractor is exhibiting 
the same quality by allowing all of 
the lights to be kept burning all 
day and night Sunday. 

The suggestion was made that 
the illumination was -possibly in 
celebration of the opening of the 
crypt, but someone was evidently 
terribly misadvised. The com- 
plaints, however, seem to have 
had their effect, as Supervisor But- 
ler was advised that only alternate 
lights were kept burning yesterday, 
which dispelled all thoughts that 
the tunnel had been surreptitiously 
operfed. 

Mr. Butler announced that the 
conservation program has devel- 
oped to the extent that the electric 
companies have found it practi- 
cally unnecessary to arbitrarily 
shut off any districts from power. 
In the event that such methods 
must be resorted to the Supervisor 
notified the companies that forty- 
eight hours’ notice should be given 
to enable railroads to make other 
arrangements for operating safety 
warning signals at crossings. 

A report of the Edison Company 
to Mr. Butler yesterday shows that 
the company. despite the curtail- 
ment of power, is delivering ap-. 
proximately the same amount of 
electricity as it did in 1923. The 
deficiency of the present supply is 
brought about, according to the 
company, by the tremendous in- 
crease in the demand for electric- 
ity in Southern California.

‘Craft Missing Five Days 


Located by Tanker 


— 


Missing for five days and the ob- 
ject of a search by naval, air and 
water craft, the U.S. S. Eagle No. 

<, with forty-five Los Angeles and 

San Diego naval reservites aboard, 
was located last night fifty-two 
miles south of Cedros Island off 
the Mexican Coast, 150 miles south 
of San Diego. 

The craft was found b. the 
Standard Oil tanker H. H. Rogers, 
en route from New York to Los 
Angeles, according to a radio mes- 
sage from the master of the tanker 
to Rear-Admirai Robison, com- 
manding the Eleventh Naval Dis- 
trict at San Diego, picked up by the 
Radio ‘Corporation of America at 
the Los Angeles Harbor station. 

At the time the Eagle boat was 
sighted she had her distress sig- 
nals up. The tanker’s skipper 
brought the vessel alongside and 
through megaphone conversation. 
learned the cause of the naval 
ship's distress. 

The trouble, the Eagle boat's of- 
ficer said, started a week ago when 
the radio equipment was disabie®. 
After that condenser trouble, added 
to the heavy seas, made the small 
craft's plight serious. After he- 
roic work, the naval officer stated, 
the condenser had been repaired 
sufficiently for the craft to pro- 
ceed under her own steam to Ce- 
dros Island. At that point further | 
repairs will be made and the ves- 
sel will proceed to San Diego. 

The Eagle No. 12 left San Diego 
on the 6th inst. for a cruise off 
the Mexican coast in connection 
with training of naval reservists.

HUMAN LEOPARD 
SOCIETY OF LIBERIA 


RETURNED TEACHER DE- 


Some unique rites and customs 
still prevail in Liberia, according to 
Dr. Elwood Lindsay Haines, head 
of St. John's Academy and Indus- 
trial School, Cape Mount, Liberia, 
West Africa. Dr. Haines has been 
in Cape Mount for three years and 
is now home for a vacation. St. 
John's Academy and Industrial 
School is an Episcopal! institution, 
and one of the ninety Christian 
schools in Liberia. Besides giving 
its pupils an academic foundation. 
it teaches seven different useful 
trades. 

Liberia is a republic with a sys- 
tem of government modeled upon 
that of the United States. The 
country was settled by a colony of 
ex-slaves sent from this country in 
1822 by the American Colonization 
Society and was declared independ- 
ent in 1847. It is now governed by 


about 10,000 descendents of this 
first colony, but the natives out- 
number them by some 2,000,000. 

“The Human Leopard Society is 
an organization found among the 
strictly pagan tribes of Liberia,” 
said Dr. Haines. “It deals prin- 
cipally in magic. Each person, 
upon being admitted to the Human 
Leopard Society, takes a ‘blood 
oath’—that is, an oath to slay one 
of his blood relatives. 

“When he sets out upon his ter- 

rible mission he dons a garment of 
leopard skins—hence the name. 
Once slain, the victim’s heart ts cut 
out. This heart is supposed to con- 
tain magical properties and is used 
for making medicine. 
“The native Africans of that sec- 
tion are Mohammedans and pagans. 
The customs of the pagan tribes 
are picturesque, if I may be face- 
tious. Particularly extraordinary 
ras their methods of child train- 

“There are two societies devoted 
to this work; one for girls and one 
for boys. The girls’ society is 
called the ‘Gree-Gree Bush.’ The 
instructors who preside over the 
Gree-Gree Bush are called Devils. 
They are supposedly endowed with 
magical and diabolical powers. 

“The society for the boys is 
called ‘The Devil's Bush. Now 
while the Gree-Gree Bush is pre- 

sided over by several ‘Devils,’ who 
are often seen, the Devil's Bush 
has, at its head, a personage who 
is never seen. He is supposed to 
be endowed with great powers in- 
deed. He is believed to be invis- 
ible, omnipotent and omniscient. 

Dr. Haines said that in spite of 
their strange customs many of the 
natives of Liberia were a rather 
fine type. Their code is strict, and 
on the whole, peaceable, and they 
adhere to its laws. They worship 
the spirits supposed to be harbored 
in the elements, the trees and ani- 
mals. 

“In pagan towns,” continued Dr. 
Haines, “a round temple is built, 
having neither doors nor windows. 


In this temple the spirits are 
thought to be sealed up so that 
they can do the 3 of the 
town no harm.” — [New York 
Times 


CHANGES MADE 
BY PROSECUTOR 


City Official Reports His 
Office Reorganized 


Annual Statement Given to 
unicipal Council 


Increased Activity Credited 
to Departments 


Reorganization of the City Prose- 
cutor’s office to place it on a more 
efficient working and operating 
basis was reported for the office 
to the City Council yesterday by 


Prosecutor Friedlander in his an- 
nual report. Whfle the report 
showe that office expenses have re- 
mained the same for the past two 
years, activities have increased 
anywhere from 10 to 99 per cent 
in the various departments of the 
office during the same period. 
The Prosecutor's office is now 
divided into seven departments as 
the first move to bring about a 
co-ordination of the best forces 
and to do away with the confusion 
Prosecutor Friedlander declares he 
was confronted with when taking 
office in July, 1923. 

“The office had been for many 
years past firmly entrenched in a 
comfortable groove,” the report 
states. “It followed an easy cur- 
rent without any positive ‘or ac- 
tive effort to improve its course. 


CASES sETTLED 
According to the report the of- 
fice during the year ending June 
30, last, handled a total of 134,837 
complaints of which 16,240 never 
were taken into court because of 
amicable settlement by all parties 


-concerned. figure represents 
a 10% cent increase over 
1922-1923. 


By far the greater number of 
complaints issued were for traf- 
fic violations, totalling 80,089, the 
report shows. Intoxication charges 
ran second with 12,113, petty 
larceny was third with 1215, and 
charges of disturbing the peace 
fifth with 1097. 

The office obtained a total of 
83,276 convictions, as against 2671 
dismissals and 1461 cases now 
pending in the courts. Its activ- 
ities were now confined to Police 
Court prosecution, according to 
the report. The office during the 
year won a case in the United 
States Supreme Court, won two and 
lost two in the State Supreme 
court and took 109 other cases to 
the District Court of Appeals, 
Superior Court and Justice Court. 


MARKED INCREASE 
Prosecutions before Police Court 
juries have increased 99 per cent 
during the year and a marked in- 
crease is expected during the en- 
suing year, the Council was told. 
Mr. Friedlander outlined in de- 
tall the seven branches established 
at the office. The advisory, com- 
plaint, investigating, office and 
traffic, trial, failure to provide, 
and record departments have been 
established under the reorganiza- 
tion plan and are described as 
more efficiently meeting the de- 
mands made on the office.

Chief Justice Says Youths 
Not Responsible

CHICAGO, July 14.—With the 

defense thoroughly organized and 

prepared and two branches of the 

State Criminal Court forces on the 

verge of open warfare, Nathan 

Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb, 


murderers of Robert Franks, may 


not have very rough sledding in 
their efforts to escape punishment 
for their crime. 

One public agency, led by States 
Attorney Crowe will try to send 
Leopold and Loeb to the gallows, 
while another, the Muncipal Court 
psychopathic laboratory. repre- 
sented by Dr. William J. Hickson 
and agencies associated with him, 
will try to save murderers, Chief 
Justice Olson aligns himself with 
Dr. Hickson. Both maintain that 
the notorious carbarn bandits, who 
slew several innocent persons; 
Johann Hoch, world-renowned 
woman poisoner, and other infa- 
not have been 
hanged on the ground they were 
not responsible for their crimes. 

They claim the Leopold-Loeb 
case offers the greatest opportu- 
nity to arouse the world to the 
necessity to real changes in meth- 
ods in dealing with murderers and 
other criminals. They argue that 
to hang the murderers of the lit- 
tle Franks boy would be a serious 

So it comes about that one set 
of officials, in the pay of the peo- 
ple, will try to hang the murderers 
and another set, also in the pay of 
people whom they are sworn to 
protect, will try to save them. 

All this is of great benefit to 
the defense and will save the mul- 
timillionaire parents of the mur- 
derers quite a bit of expense, which 
will be passed along to the shoul- 
ders of the taxpayers. 

Experts employed by the de- 
fense have begun their elaborate 
work of classifying the particular 
form of insanity on which they 
will make their chief fight—the 
peculiar quirk which turned the 
giants” into cold- 

ooded murderers of a helpless 
— for the momentary “thrill” 


The case is set to come up one 
week from today, but the defense 
undoubtedly will seek further de- 
lay. 


VACATION CHEER 
AND SOME WARNINGS 


SUMMER DROWNINGS NOT AS 
NUMEROUS AS FORMERLY, 
SAYS METROPOLITAN LIFE 


July, August and September are 
the banner vacation months for 
most people, and they are not only 
the most healthful months in the 
year, but they are the months 
which for some years past have 
shown the greatest decline in 
mortality. Fortunately, vacations 
are not as perilous as they used 
to be, and by the exercise of a 
little forethought and prudence 
the few lurking dangers can 
usually be avoided. 

Summer drownings are not as 
numerous as formerly, in spite of 
the fact that more persons are 
exposed to risk. It is thought that 
the increased knowledge of swim- 
ming, the improved methods of 
rescue work and a more general 


understanding of resuscitation 
methods accounts for the de- 
cline. Back in 1914 the mor- 


tality tables of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company show 
that ten out of every 100,000 of 
its industrial policyholders met 
death by drowning. Last year it 
ran less than seven. In July, 
1921. the company was paying 
claims at the rate of nine deaths 
by drowning daily. Last July the 
average was almost two less. Ac- 
cidental drowning is still a serious 
vacation peril, but most deaths 
from this cause are preventable 
ones, and the exercise of extreme 
care on the part of both swim- 
mers and nonswimmers cannot be 
too strongly urged, ys the in- 
surance company. 

The enforcement of better sani- 
tary regulations at summer re- 
sorts, particularly as they relate 
to the water supply and to the dis- 
posal of wastes, has tended to re- 
duce the danger from typhoid 
fever and other intestinal diseases. 
Good food, fresh air and good 
water are three prime requisites of 
any vacation. Fresh air is usually 
taken for granted, but the vaca- 
tioner cannot be too careful in 
assuring himself that the resort 
selected has a dependably pure 
water supply and that the food 
supply is everything that it ought 
to be, says the company’s bulletin. 

Health departments have done 
good work in improving the 
standards of milk dealers, and it 
ought to be an easy task to find 
a place where even the baby will 
thrive on the vacation diet. It is 
largely because some people are 
willing to take a chance in sum- 
mer and drink water from pol- 
luted sources, or milk from dairies 
where cleanliness is not rigidly 
maintained, that vacation time is 
usually followed by a sad after- 
math of typhoid fever cases in the 
early fall months, the writer con- 
tinues. 

Sunstroke and heat prostrations 
are summer perils rather than va- 
cation dangers. Vacationists are 
usually able to find safety by play- 
ing a little less strenuously when 
the mercury climbs to the top of 
the tube. Persons who are not on 
vacations may be less able to 
regulate their working activities. 
The number of fatal and nonfatal 
heat strokes varies greatly from 
year to year, upsetting  precon- 
ceived notions, but a study of the 
mortality figures for the United’ 
States registration area for twenty- 
one years shows that negroes have 
a higher death rate from heat 
prostrations than whites. Thie is 
not to be accounted for by the 
fact that more negroes live in the 
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South. The fact is that the high- 
est death rates from the effects 
are not found in the Southern 
States. The lowest rates usually | 
prevail in the mountain States, | 
particularly Colorado and Mon- 
tana; in Washington and on the 
Pacific Coast, and in Maine and 
Vermont of the New England 
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
